BY THE KING OF HOG ISLAND. 


A Proclamation for a General Staruation. 


W E, taking into our moſt ſerious conſideration the 

dreadful fituation in which we are involved by our 
horrid crimes, in engaging in an unjuſt and unneceſſary 
war with France, and againſt the juſt and rightful liber - 
ties of mankind; and finding by woeful experience 
that almighty God has engaged againſt us and delivered 
us up a prey to infidels, atheiſts, and poltroons, we are 
determined to ſolicit and ſupplicate the powerful aids of 
his infernal majeſty in the deſtruction of a few thouſands 
more of our fellow-creatures ; and have reſolved, and 
do by the advice of our privy-council, hereby command 
that a public Starvation and degradation be obſerved 
by all the poor who cannot procure food throughout 
all our dominions, on Wedneſday the ninth day of 
March next, that ſo both we and our people, may 
fervently and humbly ſupplicate the inſtigation, alli- 
ance and aſſiſtance of his majeſty of the burning lake, 
in the proſecution of our bloody plots, ſchemes and ma- 
chinations ; and may in the moſt devout and ſolemn 


manner, by prayer and ſupplication, prevail upon the 


gloomy monareh, to deliver us from the danger of thoſe 


heavy and dreadful judgments, with which the great,

powerful, and indignant God of heaven is threatening 
us, and which our manifold and abominable fins and 
provocations have juſtly deſerved ; and implore the aſſiſt- 
ance of all the powers of the infernal furics on our arms, 
in the purſuit of blood, carnage, deſolation and miſery. 
And we do ſtricly charge and command that the ſaid 
public day of ſtarvation be reverently and devoutly ob- 


ſerved by all our loving ſubj<Qs in Hog Iſland, as they 


Tegard the favor of the devil and his furies, and their 
aſſiſtance againft the wrath and indignation of almighty 
vengeance, and upon pain of ſuch penalties as, by the 
initiz-tion of the devil, we may infii& on all ſuch as 
conieinn our commands, to the negle& of ſo religious 
and necofary a devotion. And for the better and more 
ordcrly folemnizing the fame, we have given direQions 
to our Moſt Rev. the Arch-biſhops, and the Right Rev. 
the Biſhops of Hog Ifland, to compoſe a Form of Prayer 
ſuitable to the occaſion, to be uſed in all churches, 
chapels, and places of public worſhip; and to take 


care the ſame be timely diſperſed throughout their re- 
ſpective dioceſes, |

JEREMIAH xv1it. 11. 


Deliver up their Children to the Famine, and 
pour out their Blood by Force of the Sword. 
And let their Wives be bereaved of their Chil- 
dren, and be Widows, and let their Men be put 


to death, Let their young Men be ſlain by the 
Sword in Battle, 


HIS is a day appointed by our good, pious and gra- 
cious Sovereign, to humble ourſelves by faſting, 

and to pray for the ſucceſs of his arms againſt his ene- 
mies. That your thoughts may be led to the perform- 
ance of the duties of the day, upon rational principles, 
I ſhall point out to you what our reaſons are for meeting 
together, and what duties we are to perform. The 
reaſon of our aſſembling ourſelves together is becauſe the 


King

King has commanded it: and no one will prefume ts 
doubt the authority of the King, who is ſupreme head 
of the church, to command when, where and how we 
ſhall worſhip God; or even to command us not to wor- 
ſhip him at all. Let him command what he will re- 
ſpecting religion, we ought to be obedient to him, as 
head of the church: he has a right to command what 
we ſhall requeſt of our Maker in our petitions. 


Our next queſtion is, what has he commanded us to 
pray for ? He has commanded us to pray for the ſucceſs 
of his arms againſt his enemies the French. It would 
not become us to ſay we cannot pray for any thing 
but what we wiſh, and we ought to enquire into the 
nature of the diſpute between his Majeſty and the 
French nation, that we may judge whether we ought 
or ought not to pray for their deſtruction. Such en- 
quiry would be preſumption, it would be heſitating whe- 
ther we ought or ought not to perform our duty. Let 
it ſuſfice that the ſupreme head of the church has com- 
manded, and we will obey, 


Should we not obey, we ſhould incur the diſpleaſure 
of the Almighty, with which the King has threatened 
us: and no one but himſelf knows what portion of the 
Divine wrath he may command upon us; nor what 


pains and penalties he may himſelf ſee fit to inflict for 
diſobedience. | 


Oh, ye thoughtleſs and inconſiderate, who eat 
your meats, and indulge your appetites on this day, and 
take your pleaſure, as on a day which the King has 

not 


„. 


not ſet apart as a ſolemn day! woe, woe unto you, ye 
gormandizers and pleaſure takers, who contemn and 
neglect the duties of this holy day. I charge you, my 
friends, as you regard the favour of your King, as you 
would ſupport the honour and dignity of the crown, as 
you admire and reverence grandeur and magnificence, 
as you dread the heavy judgments the King may call 
down from heaven upon you, and the pains and penalties 
he may himſelf ſee fit to inflict, keep your bodies un- 
polluted with food this day, humble yourſelves before 
the King, and pray as he has commanded you. Pray 
not for peace, but for war. Pray for the utter deſtruc- 
tion, extirpation, and damnation, of that impious and 
ſacrilegious nation, who have ſhed royal blood. That 
their children may be delivered up to famine, and their 
blood be poured out by force of the ſword. Let their 
wives be bereaved of their children, and be widows, and 
let their men be put to death. Let their young men 
be ſlain by the ſword in battle. 


I ſhall firſt make ſome obſervations on war in gene- 
ral, with its advantages and glories; I ſhall then make 
| ſome remarks upon the peculiar glories of the war in 
which we are now engaged, and conclude with an ex- 
hortation to give every poſlible countenance and ſuppor, 
to a vigorous proſecution of it. 


War has innumerable advantages, as well as gręat 
glories. The advantages of war, of which I ſhall firſt 
very briefly treat, are too numerous to recite and explain 
in this diſcourſe ; let it ſuffice, then, only to touch upon 
a few of them. In the firſt place, I would obſerve, it is 


as 
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as neceſſary that the world ſhould be often thinned of 
its inhabitants as that a garden ſhould be eleared of its 
weeds, or a field of turnips or a bed of carrots ſhould be 
thinned of its plants, that thoſe which remain may 
thrive, If the country ſhould become ſo populous that 
its produce will not be ſufficient for its ſupport, a famine 
muſt be the unavoidable conſequence : and it is ſurely 
much better to periſh by the fword than by famine, as 
an inſtantancous is much preferable to a lingering 
death, 


War creates taxes; than which nothing can be more 
advantageous to a nation: it keeps men in their proper 
ſphere of action. It is as good a regulator in the ma- 
chine of ſociety, as the pendulum of a clock or the fly- 
wheel of a jack. It is the ſupport of the dignity of 
the mighty men of the land; and it keeps the laboring 
part of mankind in the ſtation they were defigned for. 
Without war this country would ſoon be too rich. Our 
fireets might be paved with gold, and our houſes tiled 
with filver, and we might ſtarve for want of bread. Our 
laborers would fill their coffers with the ſhining oar, 
and the induſtry of the poor would be loſt to the com- 
munity. Our fertile fields would become barren, and 
the prolific earth would ceaſe to yield her increaſe. 


By the expences of war our country is unburdened 
of its weight of uſeleſs treaſure. The dignity of the 
great is exalted, and the poor are kept humble. In 
their humility they labor and bring forth the riches of 
the fruits of the earth. They eat the ſweet morſel, the 


earning 


\ 
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earning of their labor, and their coarſeſt meal is a deli. 
cious repaſt to their craving appetites : and the rich are 
fed with marrow and fatneſs. Their tables abound 
with luxuries ſuitable to thcir exalted ſtation, Were 
we to live in peace, our men would degenerate to effe- 
minacy, we ſhould ceaſe to be renowned as a warlike 
nation, and we ſhould no longer boaſt of our heroes. 


War is not only advantageous, but it is glorious. 
What can advance the glory of a nation like war? War 
always brings glorv. If we conquer, we wear the lau- 
rels of victory: Victory reſounds through the nations, 
and is echocd back from the vaulted heavens. If ſuc- 
ceſs ſhould fail to crown our arms, our ſlain are immor- 
talized in the annals of our country, and the heroic 
virtue of the living, proved by their perſeverance, will 
be recorded from generation to generation. 


The. war in which we are now engaged is the moſt 
glorious war this country was ever engaged in. Our 
courage, our fortitude, our perſeverance, is put to the 
proof: and ſurely no country in the world ever equalled 
us for our valor and our zeal. Death and deſtruction 
cannot terrify us, nor make us flinch from our purpoſe. 
Inſpired with a religious zeal for the unlimited, god-like 
power of Kings, our little pious ifland has waged war 
againſt a large, extenſive, and populous country of Athe- 
iſtical Blaſphemers of Terreſtrial Deities. Britain has 
bled and exhauſted her treaſure in the righteous cauſe. 
Our deſperadoes have fought with their little hoſt againſt 
the thunder ofthe fury of a mighty army of deſperate in- 


fidels 
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fidels, inveloped indark clouds of the ſmoke of their rage, 


which blackened the heavens. They have exhauſted their 
ſtrength, and poured out their blood. They have ſeen 
the plains covered with the mangled bodies and the ſe- 
vered limbs of their brethren: their ears have been pierced 
with the ſhrieks of the agonizing torments of many thou- 

ſands of their countrymen and their relatives. They have 
ſeen a country deluged with their blood. Their blood 
has been poured out by force of the ſword. Their wives 
are bereayed of their children, and are widows. Our 
men are put to death ; and our young men are flain by 
the ſword in battle. The ſhrieks of miſery have aſ- 
cended to the higheſt heavens, and have aſtoniſhed the 
inhabitants of the wide world. Yet are we not diſ- 
mayed. Our valiant and intrepid rulers, animated 
with a pious zeal for their own greatneſs, are ſtill deter- 
mined to purſue this holy and godlike conflict, till every 
Briton, except King and Miniſters, ſhall ſhare in the 
glory, and the name of every inhabitant of our land 
ſhall be enrolled in the annals of the world, foraſmuch 
that he has diſplayed his heroic virtue, and gloriouſly 
periſhed in battle. Till the idolatry of our nation is 
aboliſhed, by the annihilation of every deified image 


upon the glittering metal, which we are ſo fond of pay- 
ing homage to. 


Here is glory well worthy of the price with which it 
is, and is to be purchaſed ; glory which will be tranſ- 
mitted down to the poſterity of Kings and Miniſters, 


and neighboring nations, till expiring Nature ſhall vo- 
ciferate her laſt groan,

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This is the glorious buſineſs which we are called upon 
to encourage, by aſſembling ourſelves together, to pray 
to the Almighty to aſſiſt us in, and to ſupport with the 
remainder of our blood and treaſures. This is the 
buſineſs in which the devotion of your hearts is to be 
employed, Let not your thoughts wander from the 
ſubject. But that you may pray fincerely and fervently, 
make it the defire of your ſouls that we may conquer 
may extirpate a nation who would impiouſly preſume 
to annihilate a right which is divine, and caſt Majeſty 
from the throne of power ; or that we may all finally 
periſh. 


My brethren, it is time to pray, and pray fervently 
too. We have tried every other expedicnt in vain. 
Our geld will not purchaſe their deſtruction; our arms 
will not deſtroy them ; neither can our valiant men 
vanquiſh them; nor have I confidence in the efficacy 
of our prayers: however, let us not deſpair ; exert all 
your powers in the pious cauſe ; pour out your blood, 
and reſign your all in ſupport of the mighty Monarchs 
who govern the world; and, if poſſible, utterly- deſtroy 
a people who have killed the Lord's anointed, and 
have impiouſly eſtabliſhed a Government independent. 
of Kingly Power. They have defied the power of the 


mighty. They have thrown contempt upon Princes: 


They have levelled "Thrones with the ground, and 
trampled Crowns under their feet. They exult in the 


deſtruction their hands have committed. Atheiſts tri-

THAT we, your Majeſty's faith- 
ful, loyal and loving ſubjects, with hearts overflowing 
with gratitude to your Royal Perſon, as in duty bound, 
for the abundant bleſſings we receive and enjoy under 
your auſpicious and benignant reign, being convinced 
by long experience that all our comfort and happineſs is 
the overflowing of your majeſty's goodneſs ; that no bleſ- 
fing can come down from heaven, but by your Royal 
Permiſſion ; and that in your great wiſdom you deal out 
ſuch a portion of the gifts of Providence as will be good 
for us, not ſuffering us to abound in thoſe things which 
would be injurious to us. We know that our eyes are 
not formed to bear too great a portion of the refulgent 
rays of the ſun ; and your Majesty has been graciously 
pleaſed to oblige us to ſhut up as many of our windows 
as would have admitted too much of the blaze of that 
bright luminary. We know that water is more whole- 
ſome for man than strong drinks; and your Majesty's 
great wiſdom is conſpicuous in witholding thoſe luxuries 
from us. We are not ſuffered to glut our appetites with 
rich and delicious food, to the injury of our health ; nor 
to adorn ourſelves with gay and glittering apparel, to the 
gratification of our pride, and the injury of our morals, 
We «re truly ſenſible of your Majeſty's goodneſs, in 
ſuffcring us to drink freely of the pure and wholeſome 


orvstal ſpring, and breathe the air in which we live 
Without restraint or limitation.

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We are truly ſenfible that your Majesty can diſpenſe 
to, or withold from us all thoſe things at your royal will 
and pleaſure; and that our lives alſo, are the pro- 
perty of your Majeſty, and ſubject to the diſpoſal of 
your royal will. When theſe kingdoms over which 
your Majeſty ſways the ſceptre become too populous ; 
when the inhabitants increaſe too faſt, and become too 
numerous; your Majeſty contemplates the approach- 
ing calamity with paternal tenderneſs, anticipates the 
miſery and diſtreſs, which ſcarcity and famine would 
produce, and moſt graciouſly commands a War, by 
which a third, or half the inhabitants of theſe realms, 
are ſwept into oblivion ; and a comfortable habitation 
is made for the remainder of your Majeſty's ſubjects, 
whom your royal clemency has been pleaſed to ſpare. 
Being convinced of your Majeſty's goodneſs, wiſdom, 
and paternal affection; and the many, and inconceiy- 
able obligations we are under to your royal grace and 
favour z being ſenſible that the Majeſty of Heaven, 
can beſtow no bleſſings upon us, but what is conſiſtent 
with your royal pleaſure ; and rejoicing in the many 
bleſſings which we do enjoy, which all flow from the 
benignity of your Majeſty's benevolent heart, we 


are led to a humble confidence; in your Majeſty's 
further goodneſs. 


That your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed t6 
take the following premiſes into conſideration, and 
grant us the prayer thereof. 


Now, our petition humbly ſetteth forth, That a 
certain 
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certain conjuror, or magician, or wizard, who has ſold 
his ſoul to the devil for his aſſiſtance and power to do 
miſchief, and commit outrages upon your Majeſty's 
peaceable, faithful and loving ſubjects, has for a long 
time infeſted theſe kingdoms, to the great terror, con- 
fuſion, and deſtruction, of the peaceable and inoffenſive 
inhabitants of theſe realms ; and has, without the leaſt 
provocation, contrary to all the laws of juſtice and 
humanity, committed, and is ſtill committing, ſuch hor- 
rid, dreadful, and malevolent outrages and devaſtations, 
that the lives and properties of your Majeſty's moſt. 
faithful ſubjects are never ſafe ; and we are under great 
and ſerious apprehenſions for the ſafety of your royal 
perſon. 

He can raiſe the devil at his will ; he calls the infernal 
ſpirits from the regions of darkneſs, whenever he has 
occaſion for their aſſiſtance, to put in execution any of 
his diabolical plots, and horrid machinations. Nothing 
can poſſibly be conceived too vile, wicked, and diſgrace- 
ful, for him to perform, by the aſſiſtance of his ſooty 
aſſociates. Not four years ago he raiſed the devil in one 
of the moſt populous manufacturing towns in the king- 
dom, who carried away a houſe which was appropriated 
to divine worſhip, with ſeveral elegant dwellings of your 
Majeſty's moſt faithful and loyal ſubjects, in a blaze of 
fire.
